W HEREAS it is expedient to authorize the Payment of Preamble. 

Clerks of Petty Sessions in Ireland by Salaries instead 14 & 15 Viet, 
of Fees, and to amend “ The Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, c ' 93 ' 

1851 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
5 Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I- In the Construction of this Act, the following Words and Interpreta- 
Expressions shall, if not inconsistent with the Context, have the 
10 Meanings hereiu-aftcr assigned to them ; (that is to say,) “ Lord 
. .Lieutenant” .shall include any other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland ; “ County” shall include Riding and any Part of a 
County or Riding where Quarter Sessions are held, and shall include 
County of a City and County of a Town; “District” shall mean 
15 Petty Sessions District ; “ Clerk ” shall mean Petty Sessions Clerk, 
and shall include the Clerk of the Justices of any Borough entitled 
to take Fees ; “Justice” shall mean Justice of the Peace, and shall

IV. The Clerk of each Petty Sessions District in each County in 
Ireland shall, on or before the First Day of September One thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-seven, and at any other Time when required 15 
so to do by the Clerk of the Peace, transmit to the Clerk of the 
Peace of the County within which such Petty Sessions are held a 
Statement in Writing of all lawful Fees and Emoluments received by 
such Clerk in respect of his Office, and of any Disbursements made 
thereout or Charges affecting the same, in each of the Three Years 20 
then next preceding, as nearly as the same can be ascertained ; and 

in case a Petty Sessions District be situated in Two Counties, then 
such Statement shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the Peace of 
each such County; and all such Statements shall be laid by such 
Clerk of the Peace before the Justices at the next Quarter Sessions 25 
for the Division of the County in which such Petty Sessions is held. 

V. The Justices of every County, Count}' of a City, and County 
of a Town in Ireland, at the Quarter Sessions held for each Division 
of such County, or such County of a City or County of a Town, 
next after the passing of this Act, or at some Adjournment thereof’, 30 
shall inquire into the Nature of the Duties of the Clerk of each Petty
